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McKitrick Honored As Distinguished Alumnus

DR. JOHN L. McKitrick, veterinari- 
an and nationally recognized breeder 
and judge of dairy cattle was recipient 
of the 1973 Distinguished Alumni 
Award representing the Department of 
Dairy Science. This award was pre- 
sented to Dr. McKitrick by Dean Roy 
M. Kottman of the College of 
Agriculture and Home Economics at 
the Annual Meeting of the College 
Alumni Association on April 10 at the 
Fawcett Center for Tomorrow on The 
Ohio State University Campus. 

Dr. McKitrick is recognized fore- 
most for his outstanding success in 
developing top herds in the nation in 
two major breeds. Registered Guern- 
seys from McKitrick’s Welcome-In 
Farms dominated state and national 
Guernsey shows in the late 40s and 
early 50s. Following dispersal of his 
Guernsey herd in 1953, he assembled 
and bred one of the nation’s outstand- 
ing Brown Swiss herds. For the next 
10 years he enjoyed phenomenal 
success at major Brown Swiss shows. 
Both the Guernsey and Brown Swiss 
herds were among the top producing 
herds in the nation.

Dr. McKitrick was an early support- 
er of the North American Dairy Show 
and since 1968 has served as superin- 
tendent of the show. In 1969 he 
became superintendent of dairy cattle 
for the Ohio State Fair. He has 
officiated at local, state and national 
shows of all dairy breeds throughout 
the nation. 


For several years Dr. McKitrick and 
his son John, have contributed to a 
bi-monthly column known as the 
“‘Herdsman’s Diary” in Hoard’s Dairy- 
man. This father-son combination has 
added to the knowledge of dairymen 
throughout the nation by way of this 
media covering all aspects of breeding, 
feeding and management of dairy 
cattle. 


In addition to national recognition 
and accomplishment Dr. McKitrick is 
also known for his leadership in the 
total dairy industry, and for his 
support and affiliation with numerous 
local organizations.

In 1968, 
the Brown Swiss Board of Directors 
agreed to set up a _ Recognition 
program when Indexes were available 
on ALL cows. Then, in late 1971, the 
Cow Certification Recognition pro- 
gram was initiated and in March of this 
year the Board of Directors approved 
the Elite Cow program.

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LOOKING BACK - BUT THINKING AHEAD 


I HAVE used this title in talks with 
several adult and 4-H groups, and in 
each case I have found that it can 
usually generate some interesting dis- 
cussion. Recently I have taught three- 
quarters of an “Introduction to Dairy 
Science” course at the University of 
Georgia while on a year’s study leave. 
In each course, as I tried to emphasize 
the tremendous changes that have 
taken place in the dairy industry dur- 
ing recent years, I found myself look- 
ing back into the past to make com- 
parisons with today. 

Let’s set the stage for this article by 
looking back at the dairy industry of a 
few years ago. Let’s look back and see 
what was happening in 1938. I use 
that year because it was the year I was 
born, so I can talk about what has 
happened during my lifetime. Let me 
think back to the changes that have 
taken place on our small northwestern 
North Carolina dairy farm during the 
past 34 years. 

We had a small “grade C” dairy 
farm. Our cows were milked by hand, 
the milk was strained, cooled and 
stored in 10-gallon jugs and placed in a 
cooler that was cooled by water. Our 
hay was handled loose, corn was 
picked by hand, and we even had 
“corn shucking” on cold winter nights. 
Our herd consisted of mixed breeds, 
and we were all pleased when one of 
our favorites filled a “peck bucket” at 
one milking. We even used a horse and 
wagon, and I will always remember 
going with my grandfather to get 
shavings to bed the stalls with. It was 
not so much fun later, when I had to 
follow these same horses behind a 
plow in preparation for the corn crop. 
It was always a happy event when we 
“laid by” the corn! But we had fun, 
and a nice cool dip in the creek always 
made our work on the farm a little 
more enjoyable. 

I believe this is enough “looking 
back.” You can set your own stage as 
you think back to the many changes 
that have taken place since you have 
been associated with the dairy indus- 


Although I left the dairy farm in 
1956 and went off to college, it is 
always interesting to return back home 
and see the changes that are continual- 
ly taking place on the dairy farm 
which is now operated by my brother. 


He is presently 70 cows 
without any hired help. Cows are 
milked in a double-three herringbone 
milking parlor. Milking machines are 
used, with milk pumped through glass 
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pipelines to a stainless steel tank where 
it is immediately cooled. Free-stall 
housing is used; a liquid manure 
system has replaced handling of waste 
by hand. Over 1,000 tons of silage is 
produced and fed annually with 
automatic equipment doing most of 
the work. 

No, it’s not the most modern dairy 
farm in North Carolina, but it sure is 
different compared to what it was a 
few years ago. I hope that by now the 
stage has been established. I am sure 
that we can all agree that the dairy 
industry has made tremendous pro- 
gress during recent years because there 
are many thousands who can look 
back and make very similar compari- 
sons to my Own example. 

On the other hand, we all must 
realize that we have not reached the 
end of the proverbial “rainbow” 
because I feel that those of us involved 
in the dairy industry today will see it 
undergo its most drastic changes ever, 
during the next decade or two. Dr. 
O.T. Fosgate, professor of dairy 
science at the University of Georgia, 
made the following predictions for the 
dairy industry in 1985, at the 1972 
Southern Agricultural Workers meet- 
ings: “The efficient 1985 dairy farm 
will represent a minimum capital 
investment of $700,000, 500 cows, 
400 non-milking heifers, 14 full-time 
employees and will produce 750,000 
pounds of milk per man. The milking 
herd will be kept in free stalls on 
concrete, milked in an automated 
double-eight herringbone parlor and 
fed ad libitum a complete ration in 
fence row bunks. A water flush 
irrigation system will keep the prem- 
ises clean. Electronic data-processing 
machines will furnish monthly farm 
management records to aid decision 
making as well as complete production 
and reproduction records for each 
cow. Concentrates fed to the cows will 
be mostly by-product feeds which will 
be mixed with stored roughages, 
green-chopped forages, and dry rough- 
ages to produce computer-calculated, 
least-cost rations balanced to sustain 
high production. The price received 
for milk will be based upon pounds of 
milk, fat, and protein percentages and 
leukocyte count.” 

Change has a way of slipping up on 


us. We see small changes occurring 
daily, but eventually larger changes 
occur. Let us look at some of the 
management practices that need con- 
stant attention if you are to be 
successful in the future and ready for 
change. 


Size of Herd 


There is no magic number of cows. I 
like the philosophy of a young South 
Carolina dairyman who gave me the 
following answer when I quizzed him 
on how many cows he planned to milk 
in the future. His reply was, “Do you 
see that milk tank?” pointing to a 
300-gallon tank in the milk room, “My 
goal is to fill it with one cow.” 
Everyone has his own idea as to how 
big dairy herds should be, but I agree 
with this young man who did not want 
to milk any more cows than was 
necessary. The key word when discus- 
sing herd size is “efficient.” What is 
efficient in one part of the country or 
under different management condi- 
tions is not the most efficient for 
another. Here in the Southeast where 
most of our cows are being milked, 
managed, and handled by hired labor, 
the herds are getting larger every year 
in an attempt to generate enough 
income to pay the type help that is 
needed. Under other conditions, where 
the family is still the main part of the 
labor force, smaller herds are justified. 
One must, very honestly, evaluate his 
herd size and herd performance. Be 
sure to analyze factors very 
carefully before remodeling or build- 
ing a new setup. I know several 
dairymen who remodeled their old 
dairy and did not allow enough size 
for expansion. Soon their new facili- 
ties were not effective because they 
were overcrowded. 


Milk Production 


The next area that comes to mind is 
milk production per cow. The efficient 
dairy farm of the future must consist 
of cows that are profitable. Not 
necessarily the ones that have the 
highest milk production records. May- 
be we have been guilty in the past of 
working for milk production records 
instead of cows that are most profit- 
able each lactation. I do not want to 
be misunderstood and have you think 
that I am against high-producing cows, 
because this is not true. The fact is, 
that in most cases milk production per 
cow can be increased for more profit. 
We still have too many Guernseys 
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producing less than 10,000 pounds of 
milk each year. I am sure that with the 
good breeding pr that most 
Guernsey breeders are following, all of 
our Guernseys are capable of produc- 
ing over 10,000 pounds each lactation. 
We have been pleased with the pro 
gress that many of our South Carolina 
Guernsey herds are making each year. 
Ralph Coarsey, former Southeastern 
Guernsey ag sit emphasized 
the outstanding herds each year at 
the South Carolina annual meeting 
and the number of herds over 10,000 
pounds increases each year. This must 
be done if the Guernsey cow is to 
continue to compete effectively for 
her share of the dairy dollar. It can be 
accomplished, and I am convinced that 
it will be if more of our Guernsey 
breeders critically evaluate their herds 
and make adjustments needed for 
improved milk production. As milk 
production per cow continues to 
increase, the dairyman must be sure 
that it is being done profitably. 


Breeding Program 

We are talking about the future, and 
your future dairy herd rests to a great 
extent in each mating that is made on 
the farm. Your future herd will not 
just happen! It must be planned if 
continued improvement is to be made. 
Predicted Difference is probably the 
best tool the dairy industry has ever 
had to evaluate the performance of 
various sires. There are enough sires 
with plus production with the type 
you need, so that you should use only 
the bulls that sire plus production. Let 
me encourage you to be very attentive 
to this very important part of your 
dairy business and make sure that 
careful thought is given to each cow 
bred on the farm. It’s your future. 


Reproduction 

Reproduction problems have been 
very common in many areas of the 
country. Repeat breeders or long 
calving intervals are very important 
problems. In order for a dairy herd to 
be most profitable, the cows must 
have a good calving schedule. When a 
large portion of your herd has calving 
intervals of 14-16 months this should 
be a matter of concern. It has a way of 
catching up with you. You can’t seem 
to get enough milk to meet all the 
monthly obligations so you go out and 
buy a few more cows, which is an 
immediate answer but doesn’t help the 
long-range problem. This is a very 
complicated problem and there are 
many causes of poor breeding efficien- 
cy. It could be poor heat detection; 
low conception bulls; disease; insemi- 
nation at the wrong time; poorly 
trained inseminator; and the list could 
go on. I personally feel that poor heat 
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detection is much more of a problem 
than most people like to admit. 
Recent work at Minnesota points out 
the importance of frequent heat 
checks. This work reveals that when 
cows were checked for heat only once 
daily, only 61 percent of the cows in 
heat were detected. However, when 
cows were checked four times daily, 
100 percent of the cows in heat were 
detected. California work found that 
failure to detect cows in heat soon 
enough after calving was responsible 
for a major portion of delayed first 
services. Missed heat periods following 
the first recorded heat added to the 
seriousness of the problem. Good 
records and management go a long 
way in solving some of our reproduc- 
tion problems. 


Feeding 

Feeding costs still make up a 
significant amount of the total costs 
involved in milk production. We are 
making great strides in improving our 
feeding programs. I will not attempt to 
tell you how to feed your herd of 
cows. If I have learned anything during 
the past 10 years working with 
dairymen, it is that there is no one 
way to successfully feed dairy cows. 
We have our Computer Feeding 
program in South Carolina. Through 
this program the computer can deter- 
mine the best concentrate to feed with 
the tested silage. It also will develop 
the least-cost ration that can be fed to 
your cows using the available feed- 
stuffs. This is not new, but instead we 
are letting the computer do a lot of 
our time-consuming mathematical cal- 
culations. We can analyze the dairy- 
man’s silage for protein, fiber, mois- 
ture, pH, energy; calculate the best 
concentrate mixture to feed with the 
silage, calculate the least-cost concen- 
trate mixture and outline the way the 
concentrate and silage should be fed, 
for less than $10 each month. 
Dairymen must take advantage of this 
type of program in the future if their 
feeding programs are to be most 
= Group feeding of cattle is 

ere to stay. It is virtually impossible 
to individually feed cows in our large 
dairy herds that are milked in milking 
parlors. If this is your situation, you 
should start looking for some way to 
improve your feeding program. Many 
new ideas are being studied now and 
information is continually becoming 
available. Be sure to discuss this with 
reliable resource people who can help 
you decide which type of program is 
best for your situation. 


Records 


Records and their analysis will in 
the future become more important to 
you than ever before. The large size of 
our dairy herds will dictate it. 


Production records come first to mind. 
I don’t see how anyone will manage a 
dairy farm in the future without sound 
production records. I know that I 
would find it very difficult trying to 
decide which cow to cull; which cow is 
the most profitable; which bulls’ 
daughters are working best for me; and 
if for no other reason, just being able 
to keep up with each individual in my 
business. Each cow is an individual, no 
matter how large the herd gets, and we 
need to have some way to evaluate 
their individual performance under our 
own conditions. There is a DHI 
program for you. If you haven’t 
checked into this lately, you should. 
It’s essential for the future. Farm 
business records will become more 
important in the future. To operate 
the large dairy farms of the future, 
farm business records will be a must. 
Keeping records, analyzing them, 
drawing up budgets, and developing 
long-range plans requires time and 
thought and is often confusing and 
frustrating at times. These things are, 
however, necessary for those who plan 
to continue in the dairy business 
because they are essential to the 
making of sound, profitable decisions. 


Facilities and Equipment 

The most drastic changes in the 
future could very well be in the area of 
equipment and facilities. We are 
already using milking machines that 
are self-removed from the cow; revolv- 
ing milking parlors; fully-automated 
milking parlors; flush systems for 
handling waste; completely automated 
feeding systems, etc. Be sure to study 
the system that is best for you and 
proceed cautiously. Nothing disturbs 
me more than to see a dairyman who 
has invested heavily in new equipment 
or facilities and is not capable of 
operating the new system. Also it is 
essential that your hired labor is 
capable of handling the equipment. 
This all goes back to good manage- 
ment. 


SUMMARY 


It is not possible to go into a 
lengthy discussion of all the 
management factors that are essential 
in today’s profitable dairy business. I 
do hope that you have been stimulated 
to think about your own dairy 


‘operation, and that you will critically 


evaluate where you are and where you 
plan to go in the future. If you are in 
the dairy business and do approach it 
in a businesslike manner the future 
looks real good. Change will continue 
to come and in most cases it will be 
for the best. The dairyman of the 
future will be ready to face change and 
make the necessary adjustments to 
make his operation more profitable. 
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THE FREEZING POINT OF MILK — 
And its Relationship to Added Water 
Prepared by T. Kristoffersen

FREEZING POINT (FP) determina- 
tion has been routinely adopted by 
regulatory agencies, dairy plants and 
producer organizations to determine 
whether milk contains “added” water. 
The purpose of this communication is 
to present the important facts about 
the FP of milk—and through these 
facts, to illustrate why a routinely 
applied FP determination, without 
question, will establish whether water 
has found its way into the milk 
supply. 

Freezing Point of Milk: The FP 
standard for normal fresh milk has 
been set at -0.530 degrees C (32 
degrees F equals 0 degrees C). Most 
mixed milk from healthy, properly fed 
and cared for herds will exhibit FP 
values of -0.540 to -0.550 degrees C, 
or values below that of the standard. 

Milk freezes at a temperature below 
that of water because it contains 
dissolved compounds which depress 
the FP. The dissolved compounds 
which have the major effect on the FP 


of milk are milk sugar and minerals, 


principally chloride. As the concentra- 
tion of dissolved compounds increases, 
the FP decreases. 

The concentration and the balance 
of soluble components in milk are 
regulated by the cow through physi- 
ological processes. A fixed osmotic 
pressure is maintained between blood 
and milk during milk synthesis. The 
osmotic pressure, which is across the 
walls of the blood vessels, results from 
concentration differences in dissolved 
compounds in blood and milk. 

For healthy cows, the osmotic 
pressure between blood and milk does 
not vary significantly. Thus, milk from 
such animals will have a constant FP. 
In fact, FP is the most constant 
physical characteristic of milk. There- 
fore, when the FP of milk is higher 
than the norm established for a given 
milk supply, whether the norm is 
4.530 degrees C or -0.550 degrees C, 
it is an indication that water has been 
added to the milk. The added water 
serves to dilute the amount of soluble 
material in the milk, hence, the 
increase in FP. 

Numerous studies have been con- 
ducted on factors which may effect 
the FP of milk. Some of these are: 

Breed: A departmental study (1) 
has shown that there is no significant 
difference in the FP of milk from cows 
of different breeds and in mixed milk 
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from such breeds. The study included 
Holstein, Jersey, Ayrshire, Guernsey, 
and Brown Swiss herds and, for 
individual cows, showed an overall 
range in FP of -0.533 to -0.560 degrees 
C and an overall range in average FP 
values of -0.546 to -0.550 degrees C. 
For the mixed milk, the range in 
average FP values was -0.542 to 0.550 
degrees C. 

Feeding Practices: Recent Austra- 
lian studies (2) have shown that the FP 
of milk is affected by feeding 
practices—but in no case was the FP of 
the milk above the FP standard of 
-0.530 degrees C. Cows fed a low 
energy ration produced milk with an 
average FP of -0.538 degrees C which 
compared with the FP of -0.547 
degrees C for milk from cows fed a 
normal ration. Feeding of a high 
energy ration had little effect on the 
FP of the milk. 

Mississippi investigators (3) found 
that authentic samples of milk from 
cows which were poorly fed and/or in 
poor condition did have FP values 
above -0.530 degrees C. However, by 
definition, this milk would not be 
normal as a result of the apparent 
mismanagement of the animals, and 
thus such milk should not be offered 
for sale. 

Calculation of Added Water: Be- 
cause the FP of normal milk is -0.530 
degrees C or below, it may be assumed 
that values higher than the standard 
result from the “addition” of water. 
The amount of water “added” can be 
calculated as follows: 


Percent of Added Water = 
0.530 degrees C - observed FP 


0.530 degrees C 


With the FP standard of 0.530 
degrees C being the extreme high 
accepted value of the range of FP of 
normal milk, the vast majority of milk 
samples will show negative results— 
that is, “water not added.” 

Producer Samples: Violations of up 
to about two percent of “added” 
water may indicate carelessness in 
draining water from pipelines and/or 
bulk tanks following cleaning and 
sanitizing, rather than “intent.” For 
higher values of added water, negli- 
gence or deliberate fraud may be 
expected. 

Plant Samples: The FP of fluid milk 
is not affected by any processing steps 
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with the exception of vacuum treat- 
ment. Vacuum treatment will remove 
dissolved carbon dioxide from the 
milk and cause the FP to be raised. 
Therefore, a separate FP standard of 
0.526 degrees C applies to processed 
milk which has been vacuum treated. 
For all other fluid milk products, a FP 
above -0.530 degrees C, or above that 
at which the milk was received, would 
indicate that the milk has been 
contaminated with water between the 
time it was received and the time it 
was packaged.

THE AUKEMA DAIRY Complete 
Dispersal, Chenango Forks, N. Y., held 
on Tuesday, May 29, was one of the 
most successful dispersal sales held in 
New York State in recent years. 
Seventy-seven head sold for a total of 
$50,950, an average of $661.68 per 
head.

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National Dairy Council 
Summer Program Conference 


THERE IS every reason to expect 
increased funding through the United 
Dairy Industry Association for NDC, 
ADA, and DRINC, according to Na- 
tional Dairy Council’s Board Chairman 
Louie P. Longo, Mr. Longo gave the 
keynote address at NDC’s 1973 Sum- 
mer Program Conference, held in Chi- 
cago recently. “The funding that is 
available for us, as we approach it with 
intelligence, is in the range of 20 to 30 
million dollars for the organizations at 
the national level. The result of that 
also will be more money at the local 
level so we can move forward,” he 
said. 

Dairy Council staff members and 
dairy industry men, alike, should be 
greatly encouraged by the develop- 
ments that have taken place in the 
dairy industry, Mr. Longo said. The 
trends are toward even more mergers, 
more efficiency in both production 
and management. The dairy business 
has become “an intricate, complicated 
and competitive profession — a cre- 
ative and expressive art.” Farmers and 
their organizations need each other. 
And Dairy Council is needed more 
than ever to help educators and other 
health leaders teach consumers the 
nutritional values of dairy foods, Mr. 
Longo added. 

The theme of the conference was 
“Moving Forward Together.” More 
than 200 affiliated Dairy Council unit 
staff members from across the nation 
attended. With emphasis on in-training 
sessions for the Dairy Council’s staff, 
new approaches in Dairy Council’s 
programs of nutrition research, nutri- 
tion education and nutrition commu- 
nications were presented. 

Both “Affective Education” (educa- 
tion that helps students evaluate their 
attitudes and beliefs) and “Values 
Clarification” educational techniques 
(educational methods that help stu- 
dents to clarify values) were discussed 
at the Dairy Council meeting by ex- 
perts. The techniques, which are 
among the newest in education, were 
presented in the context of nutrition 
education to help students appreciate 
good nutrition and the values of milk 
and other dairy foods in the diet. 

At one special session a workshop 
on business management was held. At 
another, the programs of NDC’s Divi- 
sion of Nutrition Education were pre- 
sented. The latter session emphasized 
current progress in the development of 
NDC nutrition education printed ma- 
terials, and nutrition education re- 
search programs currently sponsored 
by NDC, a new “Big Ideas” booklet 
and brochure for 7th to 9th grade 


instruction, a preventive dental educa- 
tional package (which will teach the 
importance of good nutrition, includ- 
ing milk and its products, as part of a 
total program to prevent dental de- 
cay), and NDC’s new “trigger” films — 
short films for educational use in 
stimulating group discussion that can 
be an effective part of nutrition educa- 
tion. 

Other topics presented at the Pro- 
gram Conference included: the new 
FDA food labeling regulations, the 
Food and Nutrition Service programs 
of the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, and 
overviews of the nutrition research and 
nutrition communications programs of 
National Dairy Council. 

At the opening session of the con- 
ference, welcoming remarks were de- 
livered by Dr. M. F. Brink, NDC presi- 
dent. The closing luncheon speaker 
was Tom Angott, a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Dairy Coun- 
cil of Michigan and the NDC Board. 
Mr. Angott addressed himself to the 
theme of the three-day conference, 
“Moving Forward Together.” 

“The credibility of the programs 
delivered by Dairy Councils at the 
community level is influenced by 
NDC’s expertise. I believe that the 
program planning and the programs as 
they come up are based on the 
soundest of research and developed 
with the greatest amount of expertise 
that is possible. Certainly there is no 
doubt about the uniformity and qual- 
ity of material that is developed at the 
national level. I think that uniformity 
is a great part of the credibility of our 
program.” 

Mr. Angott also pointed out that 
Dairy Councils have a major responsi- 
bility in seeing to it that dairy proces- 
sors and dairy farmers alike under- 
stand the Dairy Council program. 
Once they understand it, they will 
realize it is a superb educational pro- 
gram for milk and they will support it, 
he said. 

Other speakers at the conference 
included: Taylor Quinn, director of 
the Division of Regulatory Guidance, 
Office of Compliance, Bureau of 
Foods, FDA, Washington, D.C.; Dr.

He 
was also a member of the Somerset 
Club of Boston, The Country Club of 
Brookline, Brook Club of New York 
City, and White’s in London.

He was 
a past commodore of the Camden 
Yacht Club and a member of the 
Megunticook Golf Club in Camden.

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Use Dairy Bulls to 
Get More Profit From 
Your Dairy Herd 


DAIRYMEN can make more money 
by breeding their dairy cows and 
heifers exclusively to dairy bulls rather 
than beef or beef-cross bulls. Cross- 
breds are good for beef only, says 
Tony Sendelbach, University of 
Wisconsin-Extension dairyman. 

The average Wisconsin cow pro- 
duces three calves in her lifetime. If 
you eliminate the first calf as a herd 
replacement by using beef bulls only 
two calves are left, and one will 
probably be a bull. So a heifer bred to 
a beef bull will contribute only one 
herd replacement in her lifetime, he 
says. 

One-fourth of your herd is usually 
made up of daughters of first calf 
heifers. You can profit more by mat- 
ing cows to a good dairy bull and 
capitalize on the increased number of 
heifer calves born. Herd replacement 
selection can then be done more in- 
tensely. 

In addition, dairy calves are quite 
valuable on the beef market. Beef 
calves may command a higher price 
per pound, but dairy bulls weigh more 
when they are sold than beef calves so 
the dairy calf will bring more, he says. 
Many more feedlots now purchase 
dairy bull calves for their market 
operation. 

The main goal of breeding dairy to 
beef is to get smaller calves at birth for 
fewer calving problems. But it may be 
more desirable to breed heifers to 
dairy bulls that sire smaller calves. 
Some artificial breeding services now 
make this information available. 

The trend of crossbreeding dairy 
heifers is decreasing. In 1965, 14 
percent of the artificially bred dairy 
cattle were mated to beef bulls. Ac- 
cording to 1971 statistics, about 9% 
percent were bred to beef bulls. High 
beef prices may reverse this trend 
slightly, Sendelbach notes. 

You may decide for yourself how 
you can make the most money. Cross- 
ing beef bulls on dairy cows for two 
generations can make an excellent beef 
herd. But, if you want to stay in 
dairying, breed your heifers and cows 
only to dairy bulls, Sendelbach says.

Stewart Rivers 


STEWART RIVERS, 71, 1216 
College Avenue, Fredericksburg, Va., 
died May 17. Stewart was born on a 
dairy farm in Oxford County, Ontario, 
Canada. After taking a course in dairy 
husbandry at Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph, Ontario, he was 
official tester in Canada for four years 
prior to his DHIA testing work in 
Indiana and then in Virginia in 1925. 
He was herd manager at Sherwood 
Forest Farm, Fredericksburg, Va., 
from 1930 until 1941 when the herd 
was dispersed. The 77 head sold for 
$40,135, an average of $521.23 and 
was the top dispersal and third high 
sale for the year. The top bull at 
public auction was Coronation Poten- 
tate purchased by Col. Charles 
P. O’Connor, Trappe, Md., for $5,000. 
The top female for the year was 
Sherwood Forest Minion purchased 
for $3,200 by Lynn Hawkins, Silver 
Creek, New York. “Minion” was a 
daughter of Rockingham Darling. The 
Darling family developed by Stewart 
was outstanding. Her 12 daughters and 
granddaughters sold for $12,249.96, 
an average of $1,020.83 per head. 

In 1942 Stewart started a livestock 
sales and advisory and he was instru- 
mental in getting several breeders 
started with Guernseys. Dick Chiches- 
ter says, “Stewart was very helpful to 
me in getting started with Guernseys. 
He was one of the first persons I 
admired as having an ‘eye’ for cattle. 
His death is a personal loss to me.” 

From 1949 until 1951 Stewart was 
associated with the Virginia G.B.A. in 
livestock work and assisted K.M. 
Mace, field secretary. He was a 
member of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club since 1947. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Lela 
B. Rivers; a stepson, Everette B. Davis 
of Richmond; two brothers, William 
and Archie Rivers, both of Canada, 
and three grandchildren. 

The family has requested that 
expressions of sympathy take the form 
of memorial gifts to charity.

Combating Respiratory 
Infections in Cattle 


“CATTLE THROUGHOUT the 
United States are affected by bovine 
respiratory diseases causing losses that 
amount to $10 to $20 for every 
animal,” Iowa State University Exten- 
sion veterinarian John Herrick said. 

Speaking at the annual American 
Dairy Science Association meeting at 
Washington State University, Pullman, 
Herrick said the disease process is 
formulated by stress and multiple 
infectious organisms. 

Many organisms commonly found 
in cattle don’t produce diseases by 
themselves, but when they are in 
combination with other diseases they 
can become deadly. All organisms 
causing respiratory diseases haven’t 
been discovered yet. 

An organism is a successful patho- 
gen when it can gain entrance to host 
tissues and grow, resist the host’s 
defenses, and damage the tissues, 
Herrick said. Some organisms don’t 
have all of these factors but when 
combined with those that do, severe 
infections can develop. 

“Stress and its importance is hard to 
assess,” Herrick said. Currently there is 
research being carried out to show the 
importance of temperature changes 
and exhaustion. Parasitism, nutritional 
deficiencies, fatigue and other stress 
problems make an animal more suscep- 
tible to respiratory infections. 

In planning preventive measures, the 
age of the animal and the degree of 
stress must be considered. Surveys 
conducted using serological tests reveal 
that at least 50 percent of all cattle are 
exposed to at least one form of bovine 
respiratory disease. 

The ideal program of prevention 
involves a programmed vaccination 
schedule coupled with good husbandry 
practices, Herrick suggested. Due to 
the incidence of the disease, the 
economic losses, and the problems 
connected with treatment, once the 
respiratory disease is manifested the 
use of vaccines is recommended in 
herd health programs. 

A recent survey by Fort Dodge 
Laboratories in Fort Dodge, lowa, 
revealed that 2,572,000 calves were 
vaccinated while nursing IBR-suscep- 
tible cows in 24,300 susceptible herds. 
Abortions possibly associated with 
vaccination occurred in 46 of these 
herds, Herrick reported. 

The causes of abortions were due to 
field virus exposure prior to vaccina- 
tion. Transmission of vaccine virus 
from vaccinated to susceptible non- 
vaccinated cows does routinely occur. 

Routine use of immunizing agents 
to prevent bovine respiratory diseases 
is recommended by Herrick.

Bill Von Thaden started breeding Guernseys 28 years ago. A keen cowman, he has worked and lived with his herd. The 
Onahill cows had to work or they did not stay. Production was paramount in his plans. Bill was an admirer of the “ROSE” 
family at Flying Horse. The most prominent member of this family was Flying Horse Royal Rose (VG), GOLD STAR 
DAM, *22558 — *1154 — Syrs — 365C — 3x, former national class leader. 3 daughters include Flying Horse General Rose 
(E), sold in 1958 for $9,500; 19720 — *1041 — Sr4 — 365C — 3x. Royal Rose was dam of 5 sons, 2 were GOLD STAR 
SIRES. Two sires, Flying Horse Harmony Royalist and Flying Horse Rosemary Master were used in the herd. Both were 
direct descendants of Royal Rose. Two of the greatest production sires of the breed, Flying Horse Masters Don, who was 
used by Cecil White and had a great influence on West Coast Guernseys, and Flying Horse Masters Monarch, greatly 
responsible for the high production at Colby Dale Farms, Romeo, Michigan were Gold Star Sires and sons of Royal Rose. 

Practically the entire herd traces, one or more times, to Flying Horse Royal Rose. The most prominent sire represented 
in the herd today is ONAHILL MR. ROYALIST, 34 daughters in the herd. USDA Summary 5/73 — 41 daughters, 1 herd 
average 12013 Ibs. milk, 593 Ibs. fat, herdmates average 11785 Ibs. milk, 557 lbs. fat, a Plus Milk Pred. Diff. of +109 Ibs.
